$60,000 for the hydro the cost of 
which will be borne by the New- 
market commission. Three of- 
ficials of the Ontario hydro com- 
mission attended a meeting of 
council last Monday night to ex- 
plain how the money is to be 
spent. 

Some members of council 
questioned expenditures involv- 
ing the standardization of elec- 
tric power. "The conversion of 
power to CO cycle was not sup- 
f posed to cost the consumer any- 
thing- It was to come out of 
hydro reserves," said councillor 
Frank Bowser. 

It was pointed out by the hydro 
representatives that many of the 
meters in the Newmarket system 
had been installed nearly 20 years 
ago and that it would cost more 
to convert them than it would to 
instal new ones. During conver- 
sion, part of the debenture mon- 
ey will be used to instal the new 
meters. The total capital expen- 
diture for this year is estimated 
at 152,400.

§35,644, double the 1950 levy of 
$17,825. The county mill rate 
for every municipality remaining 
in the county alter the city has 
annexed the southern municipal- 
ities would be doubled according 
to the auditors* estimates and 
they have been defined as mini- 
mum estimates. 

The reason for such a heavy 
increase in costs is attributed to 
the fact that the county would be 
left with only 15 percent of the 
present population and 15 per- 
cent of the present assessed prop- 
erty. This small percentage 
would be forced to bear a large 
percentage of present county 
costs. Seventy percent of pres- 
ent county roads alone would be 
left in the hands of the new 
county to bear the costs of main- 
tenance and construction.

"Some 
idea of the size of the Job may 
be had from the fact that conver- 
sion is being done in an area 
with a population of two million 
and which is the most heavily 
industrialized area in Ontario. 

'There arc 1,800,000 motors to 
bo converted, altogether some 



five million items to be chang- 
ed," be said. 

"Not only do we have to 
change motors but we have to 
re-adjust pulleys and geers as 
well because thc25-cyclc motor 
is slower than the CO-cycle 
motor." 

The conversion work is being 
handled by the Canadian Corn- 
stock Co. and conversion work is 
going ahead in areas where CO- 
cycle power is most readily 
available. It is expected that 
Newmarket and Aurora conver- 
sion will be undertaken towards 
the end of the summer. 

The conversion program is be- 
ing undertaken in n methodical 
manner, Mr. Dalton explained. 
Each community Is being inven- 
toried and problems likely to 
aiise are anticipated well In ad- 



vance anrj their solutions figured 
out. A large research centre is 
maintained where new methods 
of conversion from 25-cycle to 
00-cycle power are being con- 
stantly studied. 

Prior to conversion day, an 
information booth will be set up 
in town and ample notice given. 
At n given time, the power will 
be cut off and conversion crows 
will enter homes where they will 
either make the conversion on 
the spot or else remove the motor 
and install a substitute. 

Mr. Dalton made it clear that 
the hydro guarantees all the 
work entering into conversion,

power will be off only an hour 
and a half for any given area.

As 
in past years calf clubs are be- 
ing formed at Sharon, Markham, 
Woodbridge and Schomberg and 
application forms to join these 
clubs can be secured from the 
department of agriculture, New- 
market.

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Members of the farm move- 
ment practise democracy. Be- 
cause there are so many opin- 
ions coming from so many peo- 
ple, the public thinks the farmers 
are confused. 

Our farm leaders arc contin- 
ually warning the farmers to 
keep our demands reasonable. 
What are our leaders afraid of? 
Is it that the power of the farm- 
ers control might fall into the 
hands of a few?' t 

Capital has in the past been a 
hard task master. Will labor be 
more severe than capital? When 
the miners struck, they were 
able to inconvenience two coun- 
tries. If the control of food was 
misused untold hardships would 
result. The farmer has control 
of all food supply. We cannot 
let food be controlled by a small 
group. 

Our democratic aporoach is 
being misunderstood o.> many 
and in some coses taken as weak- 
ness. When our committees ne- 
gotiate our business many times, 
those they approach have k the 
attitude they are weak sisters. 

There are 400,000 farm people 
in Ontario who have a right to 
say what the farmer's program 
shnll be. The federation will 
fight to maintain that right. Too 
many organizations take on a 
form of dictatorship. 

Every county in Ontario has a 
county federation. Those groups 
are too far away from the peo- 
ple. Our farm forums have done 
a wonderful job of calling to- 
gether and supporting formers' 
protest meetings and in contact- 
ing members of parliament. 

The federation hopes to be 
able to give and to receive direc- 
tion from the farm people, A 
poll of public opinion gave re- 
sults of 18 percent wanting ceil- 
ings on food prices; four percent 
on prices going too low; 36 per- 
cent favored floor and celling 
prices for food. We farmers 
must have a voice in setting 
prices. The only way farm peo- 
ple can hove a voice is through 
organization.

The reports of officers for 
1949 presented in the morning 
session showed a net increase of 

425 members in the year, a total 

of 20,791 cows inseminated com- 
pared with 15,011 in 1948, an in- 
crease of 38.5 percent without 
extending the territory. The 
unit now provides service for 
Holsteins, Jerseys, Ayrshires, 
Guernseys (since last Nov.) and 
commencing last week, Short- 
horns, with 16 local inseminators 
working in the counties of York, 
Simcoc, Halton, Ontario, Peel, 
Peterboro, Victoria and Dufferin. 
Receipts from services totalled 
over $107,000 and capital expend- 
itures amounted to over $36,000 
of which the building of a second 
barn to accommodate another 23 
bulls was the main item. 

Following lunch, Max Drake, 
manager of the North Ohio 
Cattle Breeders' Unit at Tiffin, 
Ohio, and president of the Amer- 
ican Association of Artificial In- 
semination units, outlined some 
of the experiences of their or- 
ganization which incidentally, 
were largely a duplication of the 
unit here, including extension of 
territory, influence of weather 
on conception rate, etc. Visiting 
the unit after the meeting Mr. 
Drake was greatly impressed 
with the set-up and efficiency of 
operation, some features of 
which he hoped to be able to 
adopt on his return. Mr. 

Drake was introduced by W. 
P. Watson, livestock commission- 
er for Ontario who later in the 
meeting discussed the Ontario 
Artificial Inseminiation Act and 
the Companies Act under which 
the unit is incorporated. 

Following the adoption of 
amendments to provide directors 
from all counties in proportion 
to the members on an annual 
basis, the following York County 
directors were elected, R. J. 
Darlington, Maple; Harry Walk- 
er, Newmarket; Art Buchanan, 
Unionville; Robt. Scott, Rich- 
mond Hill.

Citizens were told by several candidates at New- 
market nominations that one of the pressing problems 
for 1950 was the construction of a sewage disposal plant. 
The absence of action on such a project so far may have 

dulled the memory of these statements or minimized 

their importance. If such be the case, we submit here 
the highlights of a report made by provincial depart- 
ment of health officers on pollution of the Holland 

Riven 

Samples were taken from the river from a point 
where the east branch crosses Yonge St. at the Aurora 
water works to a final sample at the locks at Holland 
Landing, 11 samples in all. Quoting from the report: 
"All samples show a high degree of pollution. The 
dissolved oxygen was generally low — too low to support 
any normal fish life in the stream. In fact the stream 
at several points was practically a nuisance." 

With reference to the site of the final test, on the 
Thompson property at the Holland Landing locks, the 
report observed that natural purification "had proceeded 
to a point where conditions were beginning to improve. 
As the survey was made after a period of very dry 
weather (Sept. 15, 1949), there is every reason to believe 
that in times of normal flow, conditions must be even 
worse." 

Again, quoting the report: "Conditions on this 
stream are such that remedial measures, should be in- 
stituted without delay." 

Newmarket is growing daily and the volume of 
sewage discharge into the river is correspondingly 
increasing. Steps are being taken to deal more effec- 
tively with the discharge of waste into the river. New- 
market, however, has yet to initiate any sort of action.

County levies doubled 

By Toronto annexation 

* 

Toronto cannot pay its way on its present assess- 
ment. That is why it has proposed amalgamation of 
the suburban municipalities. Other arguments are 
raised on behalf of amalgamation: the need of land for 
houses, more efficient police, fire and other municipal 
services. The municipalities involved have answered 
these arguments with counter-proposals which would 
provide the housing and services. Toronto has paid 
them little heed. It is being driven to amalgamation 
by its desperate need for more tax revenues. 

If Toronto is permitted to absorb ten suburban 
municipalities and parts of two others, w h a t of the 
rest of York county? The answer is given in a special 
report of the York county auditor. The municipalities 
which are left will have to pay at the very least double 
their present county levies to maintain a county admin- 
istration. They will have to pay a good deal more to 
finance any special county project such as increased 
hospitalization! or reforestation programs. 

Eighty-five percent of the county population and 
assessment is included in the area which Toronto pro- 
poses to annex. York county's 1950 budget is $1,460,000 
and revenue is $200,000. After annexation, a minimum 
budget of $101,585 would be required against an expen- 
diture, on present levy of $17,800. In other words, 
white assessment and population would be decreased by 
85 percent by annexation, expenditures would not be 
decreased proportionately. 

Toronto needs the suburbs to increase its own tax 
revenue. The price of this benefit to Toronto is doubled 
county taxation anion*? the remaining municipalities 
and a reduction in status to that of a "poor" county. 
Toronto could have avoided its present plight if the 
provincial and municipal administrations had had the 
foresight to limit its growth instead of encouraging 
it. Now Newmarket, Aurora and the rest of the 
municipalities outside of Toronto's clutch are being 
asked to pay double their present levies so that Toronto 
can be relieved of its financial embarrassment 

The pity of it is that if Toronto is successful, 
and we sincerely hope it is not, this is going to be 
repeated, if Toronto's growth is still further encourag- 
ed by approval of amalgamation, in another 20 years, 
what is left of the county will again be reduced with a 
corresponding increase again in county levies. With a 
belief in the success of their present amalgamation 
proposal, Toronto's planners arc already rewriting their 
master plan to make it so. 



Federation Criticised 

We have no comment to make upon the criticisms 
of the Federation of Agriculture policy which appear 
in a letter printed in this issue of The Era and Express. 



Some of the criticisms parallel those we have raised. 
With other criticisms contained in the letter, we dis- 
agree entirely. To avoid misunderstanding among 
our readers, however, we should like to restate our 
attitude towards the Federation. 

We believe the Federation of Agriculture is a good 
organization for farmers. We believe every farmer 
should be a member. We support its growth because 
the farmer needs such an organization to present the 
farm point of view, because it has accomplished a good 
deal for the farmer already and is in the best position, 

of all farm organizations, to do still more. 

We do not feel, however, that this support of the 
Federation of Agriculture commits us to automatic 
endorsation of all federation policies and decisions. 
The federation is, after all, a public body and no more 

immune to error than any other public body. It 
could, with the best of intentions, commit the worst 
of mistakes. Criticism of federation policies should 
never be confused with criticism of the existence of 
the federation any more than criticism of the govern- 
ment should be confused with criticism of the existence 
of governments. 

The criticisms contained in the letter, as strong 
as they are, do not constitute a valid reason for refusing 
to join or support the federation. Whether its policies 
are right or wrong, the farmers need the federation. 
If you believe federation policy is wrong, join it and 
do what you can to correct its policies. If you believe 
federation policy is right, support it.

Conservation report 

• 

The select committee of the provincial house on 
conservation presented its report three weeks ago. The 
timing was too perfect to be all coincidence; since the 
report appeared with its recommendations for flood 
control, for holding water on the land, reducing erosion, 
maintaining water tables — some 87 major recommen- 
dations in all — Ontario has been swept by floods which 
in some districts, set new records in height and damage. 

Elsewhere in this issue there is a summary of the 
highlights of the report which have immediate appli- 
cation to this area. They appear under three head- 
ings, reforestation, farm conservation and control of 
water resources. The report would encourage refores- 
tation in waste areas such as are found to the east 
and west of Newmarket, suggests a system of demon- 
stration farms where the techniques of holding water 
on the land and preventing soil erosion can be shown, 
urges the establishment of local authorities such as 
the proposed Holland River Conservation Authority. 

Although the report was prepared by l*WU who 
are farmers or who are in close contact with farmers, 
we doubt if all their recommendations will be im- 
mediately accepted. That is less important, to our 
way of thinking, than that the spirit in which the 
report was prepared l>e acknowledged by all. In tln> 
concluding paragraph of the report, tho committee 
says: "The ho|ie of this committee is that Ontario will 
accept a conservation program worthy of tho name 
while yet there is time, and that wo may show our 
intelligence and vision by taking action before, rather 
than uflx-r the event* so that dospernto emergency 
measures of reclamation and rehabilitation may never 
!>ccome necessary in this province." , 

Nature has clearly shown, in the realm of flood 
control and Witter i conservation if no other place, how 
necessary it is that a conservation policy be inaugurated, 
Tho report, however comprehensive, will serve littlo 
purpose if its recommendations are not given tho test 
of practice. If they are wrong, they can bo corrected. 
Rut let there at least \m an immediate start on a pro- 
vincial conservation |>oliey. 



Poverty proftf i ion 



Last week, a letter to the editor draw attention to 
the reference made by a member of tho provincial 
legislature to teaching as "a poverty profession". 

Teachers' salaries are not high when tho import- 
ance of their job is remembered. There is general 
recognition of this fact. What limits remedial action 
is the manner in which school salaries aro paid, 

A teacher is considered as a municipal employee 
and his salary is paid from municipal taxes. When tax 
revenues are limited, salaries aro limited. Provincial 
grants assist the payment of teachers, but fundamen- 
tally, a teacher is paid according to the willingness 
and ability of a municipality or school section. 

The teacher is one of tho most important Influ- 
ences in a child's life. Unless improved salaries can 

bo provided, either by higher taxes or grants, tho in- 
evitable logic of n "poverty profession" will prevail: 
our children will simply not havo tho teaching they 
should. 
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There have been many theor- 
ies about why the clock on 
the post office tower stopped.

When I came to the office 
Monday morning I looked up 
and saw the hands at 2.40.

"It is an evil omen," he said. 
"The last time it happened 1 
developed stomach ulcers and 
there were new uprisings in 
Asia. When the clock stops it 
is an evil sign. I fear some- 
thing drastic or gastric is about 
to happen." 

"Fret not, old fruit," says I. 
"You are revealing an unwar- 
ranted belief in silly super- 
stition. Superstition belongs to 
the dark ages. You shoutd not 
let yourself be worked up by 
harboring such childish tricks 
of the mind." 

"Fm convinced that it was 
the work of the supernatural," 
said the congenial manic de- 
pressive. "Maybe It was the 
spirit of some old Newmarket 
citizen who lived long ago. 
Maybe something was done 
here he didn't like, a bad by- 
law maybe, and he has return- 
ed to vent his wrath. Possibly 
it was a historical figure in

"Sir Benjamin slept here 
once.

In Review 1615 - 1949 

This is the first of a series of articles on the history of 
York County, edited by Hugh Griggs, Mimico, from in- 
formation compiled during the past four years by W. G. 
Goddard, staff member of Weston Collegiate Institute and 
Vocational School. York County celebrates its centenary this 
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Talon, Sieur Pere and Louis 
Joliet arrived in 1670 at Telia- 
iagon enroute to the west to 
search for a copper mine believ- 
ed to be in the vicinity of Lake 
Superior. 

Father Hennepin visited Teia- 
iagon in 1678 and mentions it in 
his book, "New Discovery of a 
Large Country in America." 

La Salle, who also used the 
Toronto Carrying Place in his 
journeys was the first French- 
man known to use the -name 
"Toronto/* 

The Governor of New France, 
Dennonville, in 1686, recom- 
mended that a fort be built at 
Toronto. As it turned out the 
'Toronto" he meant was at the 
north end of the Carrying Place 
on Lake Simcoc, which was 
known then as Lake Toronto. 

A Royal Store was built on 
the outskirts of the Seneca vil- 
lage of Teiaiagon, situated in the 
Baby Point district on the banks 
of the Humber River in 1720. 
This was the first official recog- 
nition accorded to the Toronto 
area. Remains of the structure 
were unearthed in 1889 by F. 
Hunter. 

Fort Toronto was erected in 

1750 by the French on the east 

bank of the Humber River while 

a larger fort was begun late in 

Wc^UdTOckinacV foV'Vhey found the same year and completed in 

by following this route, the 1751. 

Fort Rouille v/as ouilt also on 

the site marked now by a monu- 
ment erected on the grounds of 
the Canadian National Exhibi- 
tion, Toronto. 

Article II will deal with the 
early days of the Queen's York 
Rangers, destined to play a vital 
role in the history of Canada. 



In September, 1615, Eitienne 
Brule accompanied by 12 Indians 
journeyed down the Toronto 
Carrying Place from the west 
branch of the Holland River to 
Lake Ontario. He was the first 
known white man to use the 
Carrying Place and to see Lake 
Ontario. He arrived a few days 
ahead of Champlain, who first 
saw Lake Ontario in the vicinity 
of the Bay of Quinte. 

An egg-shaped stone, with the 
date M J641 M cut into it, was 

!P found on Lot 24, Concession 5, 
Vaughan Township, and is now 
in possession of the R o y a 1 On- 
tario Museum. 

? The downfall of the Huroma 
Missions took place in 1650, ac- 
cording to the records. The Iro- 
quois swarmed across Lake On- 
tario and drove the Hurons 
northward to Georgian Bay. As 
the beaver disappeared in the 
area south of Lake Ontario, the 
Iroquois were free to cross the 
lake and trap in what are now 
the lake districts of Ontario. 
Here they established viilages. 
Ganetsekwyagon at the mouth of 
the Rouge River was one and 
Teiaiagon at the mouth of the 
Humber was another.

The editor— Could we express, 
our protest regarding the un- 
warranted raise in the fares of 
the Gray Coach Lines bus from 
Holland Landing to the town of 
Newmarket. About two years 
ago we rode to Newmarlcex for 
the same fare as the present 
C.N. railway, i.e. ten cents. 
Then, after a work bus service 
was started, the fare was doubl- 
ed to 20 cents for one way. Now 
as from last week, our fares are 
30 cents one way. 

The town of Newmarket mer- 
chants have derived a lot of 
benefits from the people of the 
Landing and now we arc con- 
fronted with the choice of paying 
extortionate bus fares or buyin? 
in Aurora or Bradford, as both 
of these towns are on the high- 



way and are not affected to such 
a large extent by the raise of 
fares. 

Perhaps it would help out if 
Newmarket merchants would 
join in our protest against this 
discrimination, for the first raise 
was only applicable to this sec- 
tion of the Gray Coach route; 
the approximate five-cent raise 
on all the routes has become a 
200 percent raise here and to 
the disadvantage of both New- 
market and Holland Landing. 
The fare to Toronto from Hol- 
land Landing, a distance of 
about 30 miles, is now $1. The 
fare to Newmarket, about four 
miles, is 30 cents.

The metropolitan county plan 
would achieve the advantages 
claimed for unification but with 
none of the objectionable disad- 
vantages of the Toronto plan of 
annexation. There could be un- 
ification of essential services; de- 
velopment, including arterial 
highways, could be planned. Ex- 
isting municipalities with their 
individual community spirit, 
would not suddenly disappear. 
Furthermore, taxpayers in the 
proposed annexed areas who now 
enjoy considerably lower munici- 
pal charges than Toronto, would 
continue to have some say about 
the size of their tax biD. 

What is the metropolitan 
county plan? 

At present there are 26 mun- 
icipalities in the county of York. 
All are represented on the county 
council which meets three times 
a year at Adelaide and Church 
Sts. in the city itself. The coun- 
ty provides certain essential ser- 
vices, such as the construction 
and maintenance of roads, high, 
civil and magistrates' courts, 
Children's Aid Society, etc. 

At the present time each mun- 
icipality pays a share of the cost 
on the basis of its total equalized 
assessment. Toronto, while a 
part of the county geographically, 
operates independently, although 
certain arterial highways and Ihe 
high and civil courts are finan- | 
ced and administered jointly 
with the county. 

The committee proposes that 
the present county council system 
be extended to include the city 
as well. Toronto and the other 
municipalities would retain their 
entity and their separate coun- 
cils, but the supreme governing 

body would become l**o county 
council. - 

The committee envisages the 
metropolitan county assuming 
such services as water supply to 
the various municipalities who 
would then distribute it as they 
do now. 

Trunk sewers serving more 

than one area would become 
county responsibility; local sew- 
ers could remain with individual 
municipalities. 

Local areas could still do their 
own garbage collection but have 
large county incinerators for the 
whole area. 

Local improvements could be 
left with local councils but the 
development of arterial high- 
ways could be in the hands of 
the metropolitan county council. 

On this point, the committee] 
emphasizes that planning, in. 
eluding arterial highways, could 
be carried out by a metropolitan 
county council without restric- 
tion by local boundaries. Under 
jthe Toronto plan for annexation 
I provision for planning can only 



extend to the boundaries of the 

proposed enlarged area. In years 
to come, should annexation as 
proposed by the City of Toronto 
take place, the committee fore- 
sees a repetition of the problems 
which exist today at the North 
York boundary or the new fring- 
ed area. 

Transportation, one of the most 
important problems, could be en- 
trusted to the metropolitan coun- 
ty council under the jurisdiction 
of a commission. Toronto's in- 
vestment in the TTC would be 
protected but the whole area 
would receive transportation on 
an equitable basis. 

Adoption of the metropolitan 
county proposal, the committee 
points out, would not in any way 
interfere with the amalgamation 
of two or more municipalities, 
nor with the annexation to To- 
ronto of an adjoining area, if 
both sides wanted it. 

In submitting the report to 
Premier Frost, the committee 
made it clear they were not in 
any way opposed to unification 
but that in the interests of all, 
it should be brought about 
through a metropolitan county 
and not via the Toronto amalga- 
mation scheme.

No product of Canada is per- 
haps so typically Canadian as 
maple syrup. When the nights 
are still frosty, days are warm 
and the snow is melting, sugar 
makers tap the maple trees and 
collect that delicious sap which 
is one of nature's finest sweets. 
While the flavor of mapte syrup 
is quite unique, it is delectable 
when eaten with breads, cakes or 
fruits in season. 

To most people maple syrup is 
a favorite treat, but still, an old 
standby with pancakes, waffles 
or hot breads "smothered in but- 
ter and lots of maple syrup." 
There are, of course, many ways 
in which maple syrup may be 
used in making cookies, cakes, 
puddings, pies and icJngs but 
just as a plain syrup on foods, it 

has no equal. 

The following recipe for Maple 
Marshmallow Sauce is delicious 
when served with blanc mange, 
baked custard, rice pudding or 

cottage pudding. 

MAPLE MARSHMALLOW 

SAUCE 

Vt cup maple syrup 
few grains of salt 
6 marsbmallows 
1 eff white 

Bring maple syrup to boiling 
point Add salt and marsh- 
mallows, cut into pieces. Stir 
constantly until marshmellows 
are melted. Pour slowly over 
stiffly beaten egg white, beating 
constantly with a spoon. Con- 
tinue beating until cool. Yield: 
six servings. 



If hot muffins are a favorite 
family breakfast or tea time re- 
past this recipe is an excellent 
one. When they arc served with 
plenty of butter and maple 
syrup, the family will certainly 
come back for seconds. 

WHOLE WHEAT MUFFINS 

1 rap sifted all-purpose floor 
or 1 ciip pins 2 tbsp. sifted 
pastry flour 
4 tsp. baking powder 
H tsp. salt 
Z Tbsp. svgar 

1 Cop whole wheat floor 

1 HS 

1 rap milk 

3 tbsp. melted shortening 

Mix and sift flour, baking 
powder, salt and sugar. Add 
whole wheat flour, blending 
well. Combine beaten egg and 
milk and add with melted short- 
ening to the dry ingredients. 
Stir only enough to combine. 
Fill muffin tins two-thirds full. 
Bake in a hot oven, 400 degrees; 
about 25 minutes. Yield: 12 
medium muffins. 

From the old fashioned recipe 
for Johnny cake this recipe for 
Jenny cake has been evolved. It 
is similar to that old favorite but 
uses farina instead of cornmeal. 
Of course, Jenny cake isn't 
Jenny cake without maple syrup 
so when this dessert appears on 
the table plenty of butter and 
maple syrup are "musts" as ac- 
companiments.

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A select committee on conservation of the provin- 
cial legislature heard briefs, examined evidence, ques- 
tioned farmers, lumbermen, sportsmen, tourist resort 

operators all last summer and into the fall. Three 
weeks ago, the committee tabled its report. Certain 
aspects of the report have an immediate bearing upon 
Newmarket, Aurora and district- A summary of these 
highlights follows: 

Conscrvitwfl on the mM 

The committee wants to con-lation through green manuring 
— the farmer. One of itslwith legumes. The Crop Im- 
provement Associations would be 
encouraged to select such farms, 
and assist in preaching the gos- 
pel of conservation. 

The committee urged conserv- 
ation and use of natural man- 
ures and green manures. Con- 
sideration was given even to 
the utilization of sludge from 
sewage disposal plants. On this 
point, the conclusion was that 
there was little immediate eco- 
nomic advantage in processing 
sludge- But the committee felt 
that all means of retaining and 
increasing fertility should not be 
overlooked. 

In the overall program of ty- 
ing the topsoil to its farm, the 
committee hoped the farmer 
would realize that conservation 
is not a matter of heavy capital 
investment- 

The report stated: "Ontario 
farmers have been purchasing 
machinery at the rate of about 
$40,000,000 a year, but as yet no 
machine has been perfected that 
will serve as a substitute for 
good soil and crop management. 
Too often the case for soil con- 
servation practices is associated 
with specialized and costly ma- 
chinery. This committee prefers 
to emphasize that the techniques 
of conservation — many of which 
are new — can usually be applied 
with conventional farm imple- 
ments, even with horse-drawn 
implements if need be." 



recommendations was for pro- 
vision of loans which would 
enable qualified young farmers 
to set up for themselves. The 
basis of the loan would be sim- 
ilar to that of the Veterans* 
Land Act grants. 

"Many highly capable young 
tnen, unable to obtain the nec- 
essary financial backing, go to 
the cities and are lost to the 
agricultural industry. The in* 
dustry and the nation as a 
whole cannot afford to lose this 
type of young man in increasing 
numbers,** says the report 

"Hie committee, in its report, 
paid homage to the Crop Im- 
provement Associations' Choice 
of pilot and demonstration farms, 
to the committee's mind, would 
be in the hands of such associ- 
ations. And the pilot farms 
would preach the doctrine of 
crass as a means of checking ex- 
cessive run-off, of halting the 
depredations of scouring winds. 

The pioneers of the province 
cut the trees to get land for 
crops. The trees had held back 
the water from melting snow 
and summer thunderstorms. 
When they were gone, the check- 
ing of run-off devolved on the 
grasses. 

The committee recommended 
the establishment of pilot farms 
which would demonstrate such 
practices as contour plowing, 
strip cropping and nitrogen fix-

Aurora Indians plan 
Dance to assist 
Hockey club's deficit 

- The Aurora Indians of the 
Trolley League are planning to 
hold a dance on Wednesday, 
April 19.

Control of water sources 



Ranking almost equally with 
water supply in its inhibiting in- 
fluence upon inland urban 
centres, was the problem of river 
flow. Waning summer flows 
have seriously threatened the 
health of large communities. 

"Not only arc rivers used as a 
convenient dumping - place for 
garbage, industrial waste and 
even dead livestock, but too fre- 
quently they arc used to carry 
off raw sewage from large 
urban centres. 

Both as measures of providing 
summer flow and of controlling 
spring floods, the committee 
urged every means of checking 
run-off. The methods they re- 
commended began with proper 
farming practice — with emphasis 
on the water-holding capabili- 
ties of grasses and legumes — and 
ran through farm ponds. re- 
London, Chatham, jforestation, rebuilding of 3mall 

dams to the establishment of 
conservation dams. 

By preventing excessive spring 
run-off, water would be kept 
where it was most needed. It 
would be available to grow farm 
crops and to replenish the under- 
ground reservoirs on which im- 
portant urban groups depended 
for their water supplies. Thou- 
sands of tons of valuable farm 
soil would be retained, instead 
of vanishing into the rivers and 
lakes. 



Water supply and control 
present the most serious prob- 
lems confronting development 
in Ontario. The committee re- 
commended application of a 
legal principle new to Ontario, 
though already administered in 
heavily populated U.S. areas — 
protection and control of sub- 
terranean water sources. Coupled 
with this recommendation, the 
committee urged an immediate 
and thorough study of possible 
plans for installing a grid system 
of water mains drawing from 
the Great Lakes and supplying 
localities through South-Central 
and South-Western Ontario. 

Two million people, or al- 
most one-half our total popula- 
tion of 4^00,000, are dependent 
upon subsurface water supplies," 
the report stated. Sole limiting 
factors upon expansion of such 
cities as 

Guelph, St. Thomas, Owen 
Sound, Woodstock, Stratford, 
Kitchener, Brantford and Gait 
was water supply. Of 354 mun- 
icipalities with public water- 
works systems, 110 were depend- 
ent upon wells for water supply. 

This growing demand by our 
large inland cities has caused 
serious difficulty for farmers 
adjacent to deep urban wells, 
which deprive the shallower 
farm wells of much woter. It is 
the view of this committee that 
we cannot permit continued 
drilling of new wells without 
regard for the effect on other 
wells or the disturbance of reser- 
voirs, about which so little Is 
known. 
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The comrnittee was most em- 
phatic in recommending a great- 
er rate of reforestation. A pro- 
gram in Northern Ontario of 
reforesting four million ncres 
over a period of 25 years was 
urged. 

The committee would encour- 
age private reforestation, too. 
Trie report suggests that nomin- 
al charges should be made for 
seedlings, since greater care in 
their storage and planting would 
be taken if the recipient had 
some investment in them. But 
tree-planting machinery and ad- 
vice should be made available 
to Southern Ontario, the reoort 
advised, as a means of encour- 
aging reforestation. 

Further, private property own- 
ers should be charged full costs 
of planting unless they agreed to 
convenant that they and their 
heln would care for the woodlots

A special meeting was held 
Monday night with the members 
of the fire and water committee 
of the town council and repre- 
sentatives of the volunteer fire 
brigade in attendance. The meet- 
ing was the result of a delega- 
tion which attended the regular 
session of town council on Mon- 
day, April 3. At the council 
meeting the fire department del- 
egation requested that some im- 
mediate action be. taken con- 
cerning the purchase of new 
equipment. 

At Monday's meeting with the 
fire committee the fire depart- 
ment representatives explained 
the necessity of all the new 
equipment. The fire committee 
will present a report to council of 
the special meeting and it is ex- 
pected the report will also con- 
tain a request for some immedi- 
ate action to purchase the equip- 
ment for the fire department. 
The members of the fire and 
water committee are Reeve A. 
A. Cooke, chairman, and coun- 
cillors Don Glass and Victor 
Jones. Mayor Bell also attend- 
ed the meeting. 

One of the fire trucks now 
used by the fire department is 
almost 27 years old and accord- 
ing to fire chief Harry Jones is 
of little use for an emergency. 
It is used mostly for pumping, 
he said. The other truck was 
purchased in 1W4 and is now six 
years ola* and has seen a good 
period of service. 

With the budget already pre- 
sented and the mill rate struck 
it is felt that if town council 
should agree to purchase the new 
equipment, it would have to be 
debentured for. The new truck 
would probably not be ready for 
delivery until the fall, even if 
ordered right away, because such 
trucks are usually custom built. 

The hose and the hose dryer 
can be furnished almost on or- 
der. The request for a new fire| 
alarm siren will probably be 
tabled until the hydro conver- 
sion. If a new siren was in- 
stalled now, the motor would 
have to be re-wound before it 
would be of use on a new power 
cycle.

Unlike the more self contained 
U.S. whose food exports comprise 
a very minute percentage of her 
total national income, ours are 
too large an item to be supported 
by our weaker, more dependent 
export economy and to be in- 
sulated from a world price level. 
Farmers' prices are usually last 
to go up, are always first to come 
down after an inflation and no 
government can prevent this his- 
tory from eventually repeating 
itself without still more disas- 
trous results to the fanner him- 
self.

:onvcrtib!e currencies and will 
still continue to concentrate gold 
to VS. until her tariffs are re- 
duced and in this event would 
not be necessary at all. Impov- 
erished nations would find great- 
er virtue and security in half- 
starving themselves rather than 
part with all their gold reserves 
in fear of an extreme emergency. 
To expect a politician to fulfil 
a pre-election promise of parity 
price floors without still more 
disastrous consequences is ask- 
ing for the impossible. With 
the purchase of over 200 million 
dollars worth of machinery in 
1043 and another enormous 
amount in 1949 most farmers are 
quite able to hang on until the 
slow and painful process of re- 
ducing the cost of things he has 
to buy is accomplished. 

Such CFA policies as parity 
price floors and their associated 
evils are only prejudicing the 
agricultural industry, preventing 
the efficient working of democ- 
racy from fulfilling its intended 
purpose and dividing the dollar 
and sterling areas against each 
other when we should be strong 
and united against the common 
enemy.
